A local paper has attempted to in. 
terprct the new law passed by the 
general assembly of Illinois and ap­ 
proved May 15, 1903, regarding special 
assessment improvements. 
The in­ 
terpretation 
regarding 
the 
law 
as applying 
to 
Dixon 
was 
ex­ 
actly contrary 
to 
the 
expressed 


provisions of the law. This may be 
readily seen by reading the section of 
the law in question and we print be­ 
low the section for the information of 
those who may have been misled by 
tlie article in the paper referred to. 
Our contemporary attempted to cor­ 
rect “ a general misunderstanding in 
Dixon” which is not a misunderstand­ 
ing but a fact. 
As will be seen by 
reading the law, cities of less than 20,- 
000 and also cities of more than 50,000 
come under the same ruling and can 
make Improvements and prescribe in 
the ordinance whether they shall he 
paid “ by special assessment, by special 
taxation of contiguous property, or 
general taxation, or both.” Cities of 
from 20,(MX) to 28,000 come under an­ 
other plan and cittties of from 28,0u() 
to 50,000 come under still another! 
plan. 
Unless we are very much mistaken 
Dixon has less than 20,ooo inhabitants,! 
therefore improvements can he made 
by special assessment without peti­ 
tion or vote. 
Although our contem- 
pory in a later issue corrects the mis­ 
statement we herewith print the law 
that all may understand It: 


Section 1. 
Be it enacted 
by the 
people Of t he state of Illinois repre­ 
sented in the general assembly: That 
section 4 of an act entitled “ An act 
concerning local improvements,” ap­ 
proved June 14, 1897, in force July I. 
1897, as amended by an act approved 
April 19, 1899, in force July 1. 1899, lie, 
and the same is hereby amended so as 
¡ to read as follows: 


' 
Section 4. 
When any such city, 
which will not he satisfied with 
any town or village shall, by ordinance, 
Other 
make. 
A demand 
by people 
provide for t he making ot any 
local 
1 Improvement, It shall, by the same 
who nre competent judges of Pianos’ ordinance, prescribe whether the same 
shall he made bv special assessment, 
or by special taxation of contiguous 
property, or general taxation, or both. 
But in cities, towns and villages hav­ 
ing a population of less than twenty- 
eight thousand (28000), and more than 
twenty thousand (20000), ascertained as 
aforesaid, no ordinance for making any 
local Improvement tobe paid by special 
assessment or by special taxaton of 
contiguous property, shall be adopted, 
unless the owners of one half the 
property abutting along the line of 
the proposed improvement shall peti­ 
tion for the same: Provided, however, 
t hat on a petition signed by one hun­ 
dred property owners in cities, towns 
and villages containing a population 
ascertained as aforesaid, of between 
twenty eight thousand 
(28,000) and 
fifty thousand (50,000) 
the question 
may he submitted to a vote of the 
people at any general or special elec- 
tlon, whether or not said Improve­ 
ments can be made, unless the same is 
petitioned for hv at least one-half of 
the property owners abutting on the 
line of said improvement, and if a 
majority of all the votes east at such 
an election shall he in favor of said 
proposition, then a petition, as here­ 
inbefore provided, shall he necessary 
in such city, town or village uefore 
such an ordinance can he passed.— 
Approved May 15, 11K)3, and in effect 
July 1,1903.

Last year the Chicago Bureau of 
Charités sent out through the differ­ 
ent channels 12,000 poor children for a 
summer outing. 
Dixon stands fourth 
on the list of cities, having enter­ 
tained one hundred thirty-one child­ 
ren. 
The Bureau of Charities has again 
requested the people of 
Dixon and 
vicinity to take up their good work 
and arrange for another summer out­ 
ing. 
To one who has been brought up in 
the country or in a smaller city, the 
first experience with summer in 
a 
great city Is a striking one indeed. 
First, there are the hot days with 
cool evenings following. 
Then comes 
the; gradual heating of closely packed 
buildings. 
By-and by there is no dis­ 
appearance of the warmth of the day 
because high brick and stone walls are 
radiating it through the night 
Now 
and then there come slight breezes 
and occasional 
thunderstorms, but 
generally there is a blanket of sim­ 
mering air, both during t he day and 
the night, and In the poorer neigh­ 
borhoods there is worse than this. 
There are many kinds of odors. 
From 
the streets, from the garbage cans, 
from unsanitary water closets, from 
the sewers,from stagnant pools, come 
these odors. 
All the livelong day, in 
the streets and alleys with the baked 
high wallson either side of these un 
healthful smells permeating the a i ç : 
in these places the children 
“ piay,’’ 
nob a single fragrant country breeze 
to fan them, not a blade ot grass or 
flower or green tree to play about — 
nothing but filth and hot pavement, 
and yet again tilth. 
After the listlesss “ play” come the 
hot evenings and then a parody upon 
sleeping. Travel along the streets of 
the river wards late at night. 
You 
will see hundreds of children, still 
awake and restless, and other hun­ 
dreds taking troubled naps upon fire 
escapes and porches and roofs, etc. 
No real relief in this, but simply a 
brief respite, and f hen the long slow 
to. lure returns. 
Such a season is 
wearing enough upon 
strong, able 
bodied adults. 
I pon children and 
babies it is a veritable scourge. 
Un- 
dermincd physically; many hundreds 
of them fall a prey to the first disease 
which approaches. 
Nothing can so forcibly bring home j 
just what life means in the tenement! 
districts during the 
‘dog-days” "as 
certain figures which can he found in ! 
the records oi the Health Depart­ 
ment. 
According to the last 
printed 
report of that Department, in the pre 
vious July, August and September, 
there died ¡2,5<.<3 children 
under the 
age of ten years. 
Very many of these 
died from purely summer complaints 
and many more were so weakened by 
the heat, that they fell easily victims 
to other diseases. 
This is a fearful 
harvest, indeed, among these unfor­ 
tunate little ones, who know no real 
vacation. 


It is this condition of affairs which 
causes the Chicago Bureau of Charities 
and the Daily News Fresh Air Fund 
to appeal for the co-operation of the 
good people who live on farms or in 
breezy, shady towns or cities, to give 
to some of these children an outing in 
the count ry. 
An outing of twTo weeks 
wjjl give the necessary strength to 
many a poor little child to withstand 
the awful summer season in the city. 
It will mean vigor and health and joy 
to all who an 
given a glimpse or ¡Banner Paper Patterns. 


green trees and running water. 


In previous summers many hospit­ 
able country homes have been opened : 
to these children. 
It is hoped that 
an even greater number of families 
will co-operate in the same way dur-i 
ing the present season. 
W ill you be 
one of those who will grant the boon 
of fresh air and rustling leaves to a 
child or two? 


One cause of misunderstanding in a 
few instances in the past, has been 
the supposition, by some who opened 
their homes, that the children would 
all come from families in abject desti­ 
tution, and would he so clothed, and 
would so conduct themselves as to in­ 
dicate extreme poxerty. 
Several facts 
help to explain this misunderstanding. 
A few of them are as follows: 


1. 
Children are often selected from 
families who are self supporting, hut 
who live in harmful surroundings. 
While these families are too poor to 
pay the cost of sending their children 
away, they care for them as well as 
possible. 
2. 
Usually a mother, however poor, j 
has the very human desire to send her 
children 
away 
from home looking 
their best. 
It. is common for mothers 
to make the greatest sacrifices to get 
their children ready,often working all 
the night before the children start, 
washing, mending, or making some 
little new garment. 
Many times 
clothing is borrowed from other mem­ 
bers of the family, and not infrequent­ 
ly from neighbors. 
Good clothing is 
constantly 
being 
given 
also 
by 
charitable societies.
